26 January 1955 


1* Met with Mr* Dulles, Mr* Houston, Mr, William Zeckendorf, who is promi- 
nent in the redevelopment plan for southwest Washington, General William Donovan, 
Mr. Zeckendorf’ s attorney, Mr. W. E. Reynolds, Consultant and former Commissioner 
of Public Buildings, Mr. Pei, Chief Architect for the firm of Webb & Knapp, Inc. 
which is working with Mr. Zeckendorf, and Mr, B. A. Tompkins, Jr., Assistant to 
the President, Webb & Knapp, Inc., to consider a Zeckendorf proposal that we con- 
struct the new CIA headquarters building in the southwest section of Washington 
at the area bounded generally by "M" Street on the north, Fort McNair on the 
south, Maine Avenue on the west, and Delaware Avenue on the east. (See Memoran- 
dum for the Record. ) 


2. on the Zeckendorf plan to locate our 
proposed new buiHB^^tn^s^S^res^area of Washington and asked them to give 
this matter their careful study. 

3. Agreed! with^^^^^^^l that I would address a memorandum to the Direc- 
tor outlining the action that we have taken in connection with the Inspector 
General’s reports on the Security Office, the Office of the Comptroller, and the 
Logistics Office.

personalities; rather, that their organizational arrangement 
contributed to a major degree to this unfortunate problem. Al- 
thou gh they did not say so directly I gathered that they felt

was being unreasonable and narrow-minded in many cases. They 
recommended that we get an outsider to come in and make a sur- 
vey off our Industrial Contract Audit business.
